^ ' has been the subject erf limited security-type lnveetLgatlona conducted 

by this Bureau. 

In December, 1959, Steve Allen was one of a number 
of sponsors for a banquet given for Norman Thomas, head of the 
Socialist Party of the United States. 

Since 1959 Allen has been connected with the National 
Committee for Sane Nuclear Policy (SANE) and affiliated groups 
seeking a complete cessation of United States nuclear experiments. 

He has repeatedly spoken out against capital punishment. Allen did 
considerable work for the "Los Angeles Sobell Committee, " an 
affiliate of the National Committee to Secure Justice far Morton Sobell 
in the Rosenberg Case, which has been cited by the House Committee 
on Internal Security. 

By application dated June 12, 1963, at Los Angeles, 
Allen filed for and was subsequently issued a United States pass - 
port, D375217, after writing the Department of State in January to 
express his desire to visit mainland China. Allen is not known to 
have made the trip as planned.
